FRANCE IN RIFT 
OVER POLICY 


: Paris, To-day. 
In a vote on three resolutions 
on foreign policy, submitted to 
the plenary session of the Extra- 
ordinary National Party Con- 
gress of the French Socialist 
Party by Leon Blum, Paul Faure 
and the “Integral Pacifist” group,’ 
respectively, M. Blum’s resolu- 
tion obtained 4,322 votes, that of

SCOTLAND 3 HUNGARY .- 1 

Contrary to expectations, the, Hungarians were not “food” for 
the Scottish lions at Ibrox Stadium, Glasgow, yesterday. There were 
no thrills and little excitement, but the crowd appreciated the foot- 
-ball exhibition, in which both sides—especially the: visitors—used 
the ball-cleverly and well. 

From a match-winning: point of view, the tactics of the Scots— 
when they were at full strength—were more profitable. The Hun- 
garians were too exact in placing the ball to the feet of a colleague 
with insufficient pact to allow him to make progress in his stride. 
‘They stopped the ball) played it backwards and forwards in a man- 
ner that allowed the Scottish defence to recover and cover. Further- 


more, the Hungarian defenders showed little aptitude at recovering 
once they were beaten. :
